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SRD 20-Year Plan Sees. BPW Aims At Migrants And Traffic 
Only One Glades Project Building Values Show Some Increase 


Only one proposed road im- 
provement for a highway west 
of 20-mile Bend was included 
in the State Road Department's 
origin and destination survey 
report at the Mounts Building 
at West Palm Beach last week. 

The 20-year plan called for 
four-laning of.U. S. 27 from 
Clewiston to the Broward Coun- 
ty line witbin the first five-year 
period of the master plah. It 
was only one of some 15 pro- 
jects set for Palm Beach Coun- 
ty; the bulk of the system de- 
signed around the state's fed- 
eral highway system and the 
Sunshine State Parkway. 

‘The need for a route from the 
Glades to the east coast via a 
Belle Glade-Bcoa Raton direct 
route was presentéd by Bill 
Bailey, Belle Glade real estate 
agent, who was the only Glades 
resident who appeared at the 
meeting to enter a voice for the 
Glades. 

Bailey proposed a two-lane 
hook-up of SR 827 (Brown's 
Farm Road) southeast along Le- 
vee 39 to connect with SR 7 
near Boca Raton. Although the 
Central and South Florida Flood 
Control District frowns on the 
practice of using levees for 
roads, several are already in 
Use as major arteries through 
the Glades. 

WU. S. 27 and SR 80 are prin- 
cipal examples. A levee road a- 
long SR 827 has already been 
black-topped to Shawano Drain- 
age District (Brown's Farm) and 
an unimproved road leads to 
Pumping Station S-6. 

Contracts have been award- 
ed by the Corps of Engineers 
for construction of Levee 39 to 
James P. Cross of New Iberia, 
La, for $1,142,514. This levee

\George P. Farnall marks his 
29th year as Belle Glade Post- 
master Mar. 8. He has been the 
post office in three different lo- 
cations during his tenure of of- 
fice and has seen the office grow 
from a 4th class to first class 
office. 

Even now he is looking for- 
ward to more growth since post 
office facilities are being strain- 
ed at the present time. á 

Annual receipts haye grow. 
from less than $1,500 as a 4th 
class post office to"more than 
$60,000 currently: The Belle 
Glade office became a 3rd class 
office July 1, 1930; 2nd class 
July 1, 1940 and Ist class July 
1, 1952. 

Before establishment of a 
Belle Glade post office, the of- 
fice was located on Torrey Is- 
land Mar. 31, 1917. It was mov- 
ed to Badger's store on East 
Lake Rd,. and became “Belle 
Glade” post office Apr. 1, 1921 
then moved to the. Brodger 
building which stood where 
Rutledge Motel is now on Main 
St. in December 1923. 

"The post office then moved to 
the Riedel Building at 25 Ave. 
A Sept. 6, 1932, The present post 
office building was, occupied 
Nov. 11, 1950. 

Farnall, a native of London, 
England, came to the Glades 
from Titusville in 1929 after 
living and working in Canada 
and the U. S. before entering 
WWI from Detroit. He attended 
the University of Florida 1919- 
1921. 

Before his appointment as 
postmaster in 1930 he was as- 
sociated with the late C. E. Rie- 
del in the insurance and real 
estate business.

From him it was learned that 
an alcoholic is not necessarily 
a “skid row" character either. 
Some of the worst drinking i: 
done by some of our “best 
people. Today a top-level busi- 
ness executive or even a college 
professor may be an alcoholic. 
It must be remembered that 
all alcoholics get drunk. but; 
that all persons who get drunk | 
are not alcoholics. An alcoholic 
might be defined as a person 
with an uncontrollable craving 
for the effect alcohol produces. 
Unfortunately, there is no 
way to “cure” an alcoholic inso- 
far as making it possible for 
him to handle liquor moderate- 
ly. He must stay away from it. 
"|Treatment at the Avon Park} 
Center is designed to direct the 
thoughts and activities of the

ity office to obtain these bene- 
fit increases. The larger amounts 
are effective with January and 
will show up on benefit checks 
for that month which. will go 
in the mails early in February. 

As you know, benefit amounts 
are figured from a working per- 
son's average earnings. Right 
now, only earnings up to a total 
of $4,200 in a year can be cre- 
dited to a worker's social secur- 
ity account. Beginning with 1959 
however, earnings up to $4,800 
will be creditable and taxable 
for social security purposes. 

Social security taxes will be 
increased beginning with 1959. 
An employed person will have 
234 percent taken out of his 
pay instead of the present 2% 
| percent; his employer will con- 
itribute 24 percent also. The self 
{employment social security tax 
will be increased 36 of 1 per- 
cent and will become 334 pér- 
| cent of net earnings up to $4,800 
in the year. Self-employed 
people will pay at this increas- 
ed rate for the year 1959 with 
the tax return they make early 
in 1960. 

Important changes have been 
made in the disability insuran- 
ce provision in the law. If a wor- 
ker, age 50-64, is getting month- 
ly disability benefits because 
he is too disabled for further 
substantial gainful work, pay- 
ments, can be made to old-age 
insurance beneficiaries. More- 
over a person entitled to social 
security disability benefits no 
longer has the amount of his 
benefit payment reduced or with 
held because he is receiving dis- 
ability payments from some 
other Federal or State source. 

‘The amended law also makes 
it easier for people whose dis- 
abilities develop gradually to 
quality for either cash disabil- 
ity benefits or the disability 
“freeze,” This is brought about 
through a change in the work 
requirements. It is no longer 
necessary that the worker have 
at least 144 years of social\se- 
curity credit out of the 3 yeàrs 
before he became disabled. The

We'll Be Among 
Fastest Growing 
Kiplinger Says 


Spreading cities, fast-grow- 
ing highway networks, and a 
tremendous boost in construc- 
tion of homes will change the 
face of the nation in the next 
decade, according to a report 
published here by the Kiplinger 
Washington Editors. 

To take on new businesses 
and enterprises, cities will have 
to fan out. Suburbs will grow 
and join other suburbs from ad- 
joining cities, creating new re- 
sidential and shopping centers 
between cities. 

New houses will be built at 
the rate of a milion and a half 
a year\by the late 60's, a gain 
of around 40 percent over pre- 
sent totals. 

"To relieve growing conges- 
tion highway networks will 
grow faster, but in doing so will 
create new congested-areas not 
originally imagined. Commut- 
ing distances will be longer, so 
more families will have two 
cars,” the report states. 

“Farms will be larger and 
will utilize more machinery. 
Many of today’s farmers will 
be tempted by wages from 
nearby plants, many of them 
in the farm areas. Some far- 
mers will even move into the 
cities, become part-time farmers 
and commute to the farm to 
oversee it, thus holding two 
jobs simultaneously,” Kiplinger 
said. 

“With expansion of the cities, 
locah civic problems will in- 
crease. Higher local taxes will 
be levied to support all the 
special services needed," pre- 
dicts Kiplinger. "More police 
and fire services. Better water 


.|supplies, health and sanitation 


with increased facilities. More 
electric power. More tele 
phones." 

Along with the increase in 
city size, growth rate of cer- 
tain states will rise. Alaska will 
be the fastest growing state 
with a population increase of 
97 per cent by 1970. Nevada 
will increase 92 per cent, Ari- 
zona, 79 per cent, Florida 65, 
California, 57, and Delware, 52 
per cent.
